this  to  passing  the  time  of  day.  She  stated  that  most  of  b6 

the  families  in  the  Cul-de-sac;  where  the  subjects  residence  1  ' 

is  located,  have  several  children  in  their  families  and 
as  a  result  the  children  play  in  the  streets,  and  from  time 
to  time  the  subject  has  bitterly  complained  to  the  parents 
of  these  children  when  a  ball  or  other  object  may  land  on  his 
lawn.  She  stated  that  LANZA  refuses  to  let  anyone  park  in 
or  near  his  driveway  and  complains  if  the  neighbors  have 
company  and  one  of  their  friends  by  chance  parks  near  or 
clese  to  his  driveway.  |  l.stated  that  one  day  while 

visiting  a  neighbor,  LANZA  came  to  the  door  and  complained 
about  her  neighbor’s  children.  In  the  conversation  LANZA 
indicated  that  because  of  the  fact  that  he  had  a  very  beautiful 
home  and  that  it  cost  him  $55,090.00,  he  did  not  want  to  have 
it  damaged  in  any  way.  by  children  playing  on  the  lawn  or 
in  any  way  close  to  the  front  of  the  house  where  possibly 
a  window  could  be  broken. 


I  advised  that  most  every  Sunday  afternoon 
members  of  the  LANZA  family  visit  the  subject’s  residence 
and  on  occasion  she  has  seen  cars  from  out  of  State.  She

horn  and  then  JAMES  LANZA  is  seen  to  come  out,  enter  the  car 
and  drive  away.  She  stated  the  same  car  returns  about  an 
hour  later  and  LANZA  gets  out  of  the  car  and  goes  into  his 
house.  She  stated  that  this  is  not  an  every  night  occurrence 
but  it  does  happen  on  several  nights  during  the  week.  She 
stated  tha.t  she  did  not  know  the  Identity  of  the  owner  of  the 
automobile  but  that  she  had  seen  it  at  the  house  on  numerous 
occasions  such  as  Friday  night  poker  games  and  on  Sunday 
visits  when  the  family  came  to  the  subject’s  home.

Rating  Company  of  St.  Louis  or  the  St,  Louis  Police  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  following  information  was  supplied  by  CHIAPPETTA  be 
at  the  time  of  his  interview  to  SAs  and  b7c 

ROBERT  L.  BENDER  on  July  13,'  1959:  - 

CHIAPPETTA  advised  that  for  several  years, 
approximately  forty,  he  resided  in  Kansas  City  and  was 
employed  In  the  capacity  of  an  officer  at  Superior  Wine  and 
Liquor  Corporation  and  retired  approximately  four  years  ago. 

He  stated  that  I  "Ivjas  a  business  partner  of  his  and 

is  now  president  of  this  company,  and  he  has  laiown  him  "for  b7c 
several  years,  having  originally  brought  [____|  into  the 
business.  He  statedT"  j  bas  been  a  politician 

in  Kansas  City  for  numerous  years  and  was  fairly  well  known 
to  him.  He  advised  that]  Iwere  customers 

of  his  company  for  several  years,  and  he  knew  them  only  * 

as  customers. 
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CHIAPPETTA  stated  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he 
resided  in  Kansas  City  for  40  odd  years,  he  did  not  think 
it  too  unusual  that  he  knew  and  was  acquainted  with  most 
of  the  Italian  element  in  that  area,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  an  officer  In  various  Italian 
and  Sicilian  societies  and  benevolent  organizations.  He 
stated  that  he  at  no  time  was  engaged  in  any  nefarious  or 
illegal  operations  of  any  type.  lie  advised  that  he  always 
ran  his  business  on  the  up-and-up  and  could  not  be  held 
responsible  for  the  actions  of  his  customer. 

CHIAPPETTA  claimed  that  he  had  no  personal  or 
first-hand  knowledge  of  any  organization  known  as  the  Mafia 
or  any  group  or  individuals  connected  with  such  an  organiza¬ 
tion.  He  stated  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  there 
never  has  existed  nor  does  there  presently  exist  such  an 
-,o.rganization„in„Kansas_City..  He  advised  that  if  one  did 
exist  he  would  have  no  knowledge  of  It  as  he  had  a  "reputation 
•among  his  people,  the  Italian  element,  of  being  .an  honorable 
businessman,  which  reputation  he  said  was  based  on  a  lifetime 
of  hard  work  and  honest  endeavor.  Therefore,  if  any  person 
in  Kansas  City  was  affiliated  with  such  an  organization,  he 
would  be  the  last  person,  to  be  Informed  of  this  and  he  would 
definitely  not  list  such  an  individual  among  his  friends 
if  he  were  aware  of  such  affiliation. 

CHIAPPETTA  claimed  that  he  has  been  an  avid  reader 
for  several  years  and  is  personally  somewhat  incensed  at 
the  "hullabaloo"  and  continual  newspaper  writings  concerning 
Italian  participation  in  crime  and  the  alleged  Mafia.  He 
stated  that  it  is  unfortunate  a  number  of  gangsters  and 
hoodlums  were  of  Italian  descent.  He  advised  that  these 
individuals  are  not  wanted  but  are  sometimes  tolerated  by 
their  own  people.  He  claimed  to  have  no  relationship  other 
than  of  a  business  nature,  resulting  from  his  position  with 
Superior  Wine  and  Liquor  Corporation,  with  any  gangster  or 
hoodlum.  He  advised  that, some  so-called  Italian  hoodlums 
purchased  goods  from  him  for  businesses  they  operated  and 
that  he  at  no  time  experienced  any  difficulty  with  such 
individuals  and  has  never  socialized  with  any  of  these  people 
he  knew  to  be  or  who-  were  reputed  to  be  hoodlums.  He  would 
not  Identify  these  persons. 
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CHIAPPETTA  stated  that  in  view  of  his  interest  in 
reading,  particularly  those  items  concerning  his  people, 
those  of  Italian  descent,  he  has  naturally  read  a  considerable 
amount  of  material  published  in  newspapers,  magazines  and 
books  concerning  the  Apalachin  meeting  in  the  fall  of  1957. 
CHIAPPETTA  advised  that  from  his  readings  and  knowledge  of 
his  own.  people,  he  is  of  the  opinion  the  primary  purpose 
for  the  Apalachin  meeting  was  to  call  a  halt  to  further  blood¬ 
shed  and  retaliation  by  various  criminal  groups  which  began 
with  the  attempt  on  the  life  of  COSTELLO  and  the  subsequent 
murder  of  ALBERT  ANASTASIA.  He  stated  it  was  rather  obvious 
that  a  number  of  the  individuals  in  attendance  had,  even 
though  most  were  hoodlums,  attained  positions  of  responsibility 
in  various  communities  as  businessmen  and,  therefore,  seeing 
the possibility  of  open  gang  warfare  resulting  from  the 
shooting  of  ANASTASIA,  they  got  together  to  settle  their 
differences  amicably,  thus  .insuring  that  their  positions  of 
respect  as  businessmen  woul’d  not  be  jeopardized.  _  ~~ 

CHIAPPETTA  advised  that  inasmuch  as  the  killing'  of 
ANASTASIA  involved  gangsters,  it  would  be  natural  to  assume 
that  gangster  leaders  would  prefer  to  halt'  subsequent  killings^ 
therefore,  not  unusual  that  all  of  those  in  attendance  at 
the  Apalachin  meeting  were  involved  in  rackets  of  some  sort. 

He  advised  that  had  it  been  a  problem  of  legitimate  Italian 
businessmen,  legitimate  Italian  businessmen  would  have  been 
present  to  settle  the  difference  rather  than  the  hoodlums 
that  were  present. 

CHIAPPETTA  advised  that  as  a  boy  in  Italy  he  had 
heard  of  the  Mafia  and  read  about  it  as  most,  boys  in  the  . , 
United  States  today  read  of  the  "bad  men  of  the  West,",  a 
period  that  had  passed  but  still  had  considerable  color. 
CHIAPPETTA  claimed  that  if  an  organization  such  as  the  Mafia 
ever  existed  in  the  United  States,  it  would  be  dying  a  natural 
death  in  view  of  the  fact  that  any  members  who  immigrated  to 
this  country  at  the  turn  of  the  century  would  be  getting  quite 
old,  and  the  younger  generation  of  .Italian  and  Sicilian  men 
bom  in  this  country,  in  view  of  the  liberty  enjoyed  in  this 
country,  would  not  .subscribe  to  the  regimentation  allegedly 
connected  with  such  organization. 
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CHIAPPETTA  stated  that  he  knew  no  one  whom  Agents 
could  contact  concerning  the  Mafia  as  he  knew  of  no  one  who 
could  furnish  any  information  concerning  such  an  organization. 


CHIAPPETTA  claimed  that  he  immigrated  to  this 
country  at  the  age  of  18  in  1905;  that  he  is  now  72  years  of 
age  and  resides  alone  .with  his  wife  at  the  above  address. 

He  is  approximately  5»10"  and  weighs  about  165  pounds,  has 
gray  thinning  hair,  blue  eyes  and  wears  glasses. 

On  April  3.  1961,  SAs  PRANK  rNmrNER'  and  HERBERT  K. 
MUDD,  JR.,  observed  JAMES  LANZA  and  JOSEPH^RipffiO- standing 
on  the  comer  of  Washington  and  Sansome  Streets,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  The  two  men  proceeded  to  walk  to  a  spot  in  front 
of  LANZA.1  s  office  at  559  Washington  where  LANZA  was  observed 
to  deposit  a  dime  in  the  parking  meter  for  his^^tornobile . 

LANZA  was  observed^'to  enter 'the'  offi'ce~aTone*  and‘ 
CERRITO  then  proceeded  back  down  Washington  to  the  corner  of 
Sansome  Street  and  Washington  Street.  CERRITO  stood  there 
for  several  minutes  looking  in  all  directions  and  then 
finally  walking  east  on  Sansome  Street  at  a  very  slow  pace 
for  about  two  blocks,  then  made  an  about  face  and  came  right 
back  to  the  comer  of  Washington  and  Sansome  Streets.  CERRITO 
stood  at  this  comer  for  approximately  15  minutes  before  he 
moved  across  the  street  and  through  the  parking  lot  on  the 
opposite  comer  of  Sansome  Street  and  .Washington  Street. 
CERRITO  was  then  observed  to  get  into  a  1961  Lincoln 
Continental  sedan,  California  license  UZX  685.  The  license 
plate  was  observed  to  be  in  a  frame  .advertising  the  Cerrito 
Lincoln  Mercury  agency. 


CERRITO  was  observed  to  enter  his  automobile  and 
drive  directly  to  the  Bayshore  Freeway  heading  south  toward

On  April  18,  1962,  SP  T-28  advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA, 
brother  of  JAMES  LANZA,  was  discussing  an  insurance  matter  with 
JOE  MARCONI  and  during  the  conversation  JAMES  LANZA  interrupted  the 
conversation  on  several  occasions  to  express  his  ideas  concerning 
the  securing  of  insurance.
